The bill permits the issuance of in- 
junctions against places held to be dis- 
orderly resorts, and is claimed by repre- 
sentatives of the Committee of Fifteen 
in Springfield to be the most effective 
weapon in the hands of those who are at- 
tempting to close up the red light terri- 
tory in Chicago. The vote was 110 to § 
in favor of the bill. : 

Thrasher’s Efforts Win. 

Samuel P. Thrasher, superintendent for 
the Committee of Fifteen, has had charge 
of the lobby for the measure. 

“The vital point in this bill,” said Mr. 
Thrasher tonight, “is that it enables 
any citizen, having proof that a building 
is being used for purposes of prostitution, 
to serve notice upon the owner of the 
building or his agents, and if within a 
reasonable time the owner does not in- 
stitute correctional measures, such citi- 
zen may apply for an injunction. If his 
allegations are sustained, the court may

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Aurora Borealis 
Furnishes ‘Juice’ 
to Operate Wires

by Northern Lights 
Current.

at the Chicago office of the Western 
Union last night and generously supplied 
free power for the operation of the wires. 
C. H. Sheil, night chief operator, did not 
appreciate the assistance, because he said 
that it was not dependable. 

Two wires between Chicago and Denver 
were disconnected from their batteries. 
The operators then sat at their keys and 
exchanged unofficial messages, just as 
though each office was sending the cus- 
tomary current over the wires. 


Nature Furnishes “Juice.” 
Nature was supplying the ‘‘ juice."”" The 
wires were charged with electrical energy 
from the air which has been surcharged 
with it for the last two nights, during 
the appearance of the aurora borealis. 
The operation of the wires on the natural 
electricity received from the air was in- 
termittent as the air currents of varying 
density swept across the country. 
“We have had a little difficulty with 
our wires to Philadelphia, Denver, Salt 
Lake City, and Ogden,"’ said Mr. Shell, 
“but nothing that would seriously crip- 
ple us The night before it was worse.” 


Electric Air “Short Circuits.” 

*“* When we are working one of the wires 
on the batteries and a wave of the highly 
charged air sweeps along, it practically 
has the effect of a short circuit. I have 
observed from the wire operation that 
one of those waves of electric air can 
jump across Lake Michigan in ten min- 
utes.’’ 

Up to eae late hour last night there had 
been no visible observation of the phe- 
nomenon which the astronomers are at- 
tributing to the approach of a period of 
sun spots which ocour every eleven 
years. Barly yesterdey the aurora was 
observed from the Yerkes observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wis. 


WIRE SERVICE CRIPPLED. 

New York, June 17.—Following the 
spectacular appearance last night of the 
aurora borealis, which lighted the entire 
northwest, came reports today of crip- 
pled telegraph and cable service. The 
effect of the electricity from the north- 
ern lights was felt on wires in @ zone 
stretching across the continent, and as 
far south as Pittsburgh. 

Across northern Idaho, Montana, and 
the Dakotas service virtually was sus- 
pended. Cable communication via the 
Newfoundland cables of the Western 
Union was all but paralyzed.

By the time Warneford reached the 
aviation grounds, however, he had re- 
covered his usual good spirits and imme- 
diately set about to ascend in one of the 
aeroplanes to be tested. He took the ma- 
chine up alone, put it through some of the 
customary maneuvers and alighted with- 
out mishap. 

Then he got into the second machine, 
which was of the same type as the first, 
and taking Needham as a passenger 
soared into the air. There were a few 
spectators on the grounds and some offi- 
cers and men connected with the aerial 
corps, The aeroplane glided from earth 
with no hint of anything wrong and the 
young lieutenant and his American pas-

the sky.

Men to Work Wherever 
Sent; Limit on Em- 
ployers’ Profits.

LONBON, June 17.+Details of Minister 
of Munitions Licyd-George’s munition bill 
to be introduced in pardament on June 3 
show it to be a moet comprehensive and 
drastic measure, all the more effective 
because it is to go in with the ful! ap- 
proval of the trade unions themselves. 

Briefly stated, the unions are to make 
their men work anywhere and the govern- 
ment is to limit the profits of the oper- 
ators, . 

The main features of the new bill are 
those which deal with the local munitions 
committees, as outlined in the Manches- 
ter and Newcastle speech. These commit- 
tees are to be formed in every manufac- 
turing town, one-half operators and one- 
half trade unionists, with a chairman 
who is to be chosen by Lioyd-George. 
This committee will constitute a labor 
court empowered to fine amy workman 
who will not work and to discipline any 
operator or any employé who breaks the 
enforced agreements. 7 

Strikes to Become Illegal. 

All strikes and lockouts are to become 
illegal the moment the bill becomes a 
law and all disputes that may arise must 
be arbitrated without cessation of work. 
All trade unions rules likely to hamper 
production in any way are to be abro- 
gated and ali ammunition factories or 
factories utilized for the manufacture of 
munitions of any kind are to be under 
the absolute control of the state. 

The profits of ail employers are to be 
limited by a specific scale, and any sur- 
plus must go into the national treasury. 

The eperatives, skilled workmen or 
otherwise, are to work in any factory 
that may be designated, the state paying 
their traveling expenses. 

The bill recognizes the status of the 
trade unions to an extent hitherto un- 
known by endowing them with powers 
resembling those of the ancient guilds, 
which dealt summarily with workers who 
failed to uphold the honor of the craft. 


Post for Canadian Rail Head?

SUBSEA FIGHT: 
ITALIANS LOSE 


Austrian Submarine Craft 
Torpedoes Foe; First 
| Battle of Kind. 


ROME, June 17.—It ts officially an- 
nounced that the Italian submarine Me- 
dusa has been torpedoed and sunk by an 
Austrian submarine. 

The Medusa encountered the Austrian 
submarine while making a reconnaissance 
involving considerable risk. One officer 
and four of the crew were saved and 
made prisoners by the commander of the 
Austrian craft. 

This is the first time in naval history in 
which one submarine has attacked an- 
other. 

The Medusa was built in 1911 and dis- 
placed 241 tons when running on the sur- 
face. It-had a speed on the surface of 
thirteen knots and carried ‘a crew of 
seventeen men. 

An official communication issued by the 
ministry of marine tonight says: * 

“The submarine Medusa, which had 
accomplished a useful and daring service 
of exploration, has been torpedoed by an 
enemy submarine.”’ 


British Sink Turk Troops. 

LONDON, June 17.—The Star received 
today a telegram from Athens saying 
news had been received there from Mu- 
dros, of the island of Lemnos, that a Brit- 
ish submarine torpedoed and sank three 
Turkish transporte loaded with troops in 
the Dardanelles above Nagara. The 
greater part of the troops and crews is 
said to have been drowned. 

The British steamer Trafford, of 234 
gross tons and owned in Liverpool, has 
been torpedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine. The crew was saved. 


British Steamer Escapes. 

MILFORD HAVEN, Waies, June 17.— 
The steamer Turnwell, with a big list to 
port, steamed into port after having sur- 
rendered to a German submarine, the 
crew of which had exploded bombs In its 
hold. 

The escape of the steamer was due to 
the fact that the submarine’s captain, 
eager to sink another steamer did not 
remain long enough by the Turnwel to 
make sure of the effectiveness of she 
bombs.

Denmark, Norway, and Sweden 


insisting on ‘Square Deal,’ 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special.] 
—Denmark, Norway, and Sweden are eup- 
porting the efforts of the United States to 
induce Germany and Great Britain to 
comply with the rules of international law 
in the conduct of thelr maritime war- 


fare. | 
This became known today following a 
conference of Secretary of State Lansing 
with Minister Bryn of Norway, Minister 
Ekengren of Swedén, and Minister Brun 
fof Denmark. 

These three kingdoms of northern 
Europe have suffered almost as much as 
has the United States from the warfare 
of reprisal by the principal belligerents. 
Their merchant ships nave been torpedoed 
and their subjects killed by German sub- 
marines. Their commerce, principally 
with the United States, has been prac- 
tically disrupted by the British long range 
biockade. 


Neutrals Indorse U. 8. Position. 

The position assumed by the United 
States in the correspondence with Berlin 
is indorsed by Denmark, Sweden, and 
Norway. Each of these countries lmpre- 
paring to address to Germany repre- 
sentations similar to the American de- 
mands, urging that the submarine war- 
fare be conducted so as to sparenoncom- 
batants and neutral vessels. 

The three ministers took to the con- 
ference with Mr. Lansing voluminous 
data on the injuries suffered by their 
countries from the German and British 
naval warfare. The grievances of the 
three kingdoms against Germany rest 
upon the torpedoing of thirteen Norwe- 
gian ships, six Swedish vessela, and seven 
Danish craft, and the killing of some of 
the members of the various crews. 

Germany already has promised not to 
attack neutral merchant vessels which 
are guilty of no hostile act and to pay 
indemnity for such vessels as are injured 
by “accidental and unintentional at- 
tacks.” Settlement on this basis has been 
accepted by the three kingdome in some of 
the cases at Issue. 

The neutrals, however, believe that 
Germany ought to change the methods 
of submarine warfare in order to prevent 
even accidental attack upon merchant 
vessels. For this reason they indorse 
President Wilson’s stand and will adopt 
a similar course in dealing with Germany. 


British Rule Neutral Commerce. 

Secretary Lansing discussed with the 
three ministers the British imerference 
with trade between their countries and the 
United Statea, which will be the sub- 
fect of the forthcoming note to London. 
The data submitted by the envors shows 
that commerce between the United States 
and the northern European countries 
exists purely at the suflerance of Great 
Britain.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 
toric Independence hall today—the anni- 
versary of the battle of Bunker Hili— 
there was formed an organization whose 
object it will be to promote the creation 
of a league of nations with a view to pre- 
yenting wars, or at. least to lessen the 
pobsibilities of armed conflicts. The name 
adopted by the organization, after some 
debate, was “ League to Enforce Peace, 
American Branch.’’ 

Former President Taft, who presided 
over the conference fora part of the time, 
was elected permanent president, and, 
in addition, a long list of representative 
American citizens ‘was named as perma- 
nent vice presidents. A permanent execu- 
tive committee was selected with instruc- 
tions to take all measures necessary to 
promote the objects of the league. 


Resolutions Recite Purpose. 

In moving the adoption of the report 
of the committee on resolutions, which 
embodied the objects of the league, Mr. 
Taft expressed the hope “‘ that out of this 
historic building may come a message 
that shall again help the world.’’ The 
resolutions follow: 
“ Throughout 5,000 years of recorded 
history peace, here and there established, 
has been kept, and its area has been 
widened in one way only. Individuals 
have combined their efforts to suppress 
violence in the local community. Com- 
munities have codperated to maintain the 
authoritative state and to preserye peace 
within its borders. States have formed 
leagues or confederations or have other- 
wise coOperated to establish peace among 
themselves. Always peace has been made 
and kept, when made and kept at all, by 
the superior power of superior numbers 
acting in unity for the common good. 


Union of Nations Advocated. 
“Mindful of this teaching of experi- 
ence, we believe and solemnly urge that 
the time has come to devise and to create 
a working union of sovereign nations to 
establish peace among themselves and 
to guarantee it by all known and avail- 
able sanctions at their command, to the 
end that civilization may be conserved 
and the progress of mankind in comfort 
enlightenment, and happiness may con- 
tinue. . 

“We, therefore, believe it to be desir- 
able for the United States to join a league 
of nations binding the signatories to the 
following: 

“L. All justiciable questions arising 
between the signatory powers not 
settled by negotiation shall, subject to 
the limitations of treaties, be sub- 
mitted to a judicial tribunal for hear- 
ing and judgment, both upon the 
merits and. upon-arry issue as to its 
jurisdiction of the question. | si 

“2. All other quest.ons arising be- 
tween the signatories and not settled 
by negotiations shall be submitted toa 

council of conciliation for hearing, 
consideration, and recommendat.on. 

“3. The signatory powers shal! 
jointly use forthwith both their eco- 
nom.c and miitary forces against any 
one of their number that goes to war 
or commits acts of hostility aga.nst 
another of the signatories before any 
quesiion arising shall be submitted as 
provided in the foregoing.

Hofftbauér is an Alsatian, and this slow 
war in the trenches exasperates him. He 
wants to be on the move and advancing. 
So he works off his bad humor in let- 
ters to his friends, many of which are 
very amusing. In one he said: 

“This trench war makes me sick. 
There's too much leisure. I have no de- 
sire to paint any longer. We live like 
regular bondholders in our holes. - It is 
perfectly idiotic. Everybody is growing 
fat and fat soldiers disgust me.”’ 

This little exhibition with its patriotic 
and simple scenes from the front !s very 
popular with Parisians and should neta 
generous sum for the needy members of 
the Fraternité des Artistes.

There is no first or 
second about it. The problem of preparedness is 
one single problem which includes the question of 
cost and the best possible distribution of expendi- 
ture. But even if the graft prove as great as the 
Journal implies, nevertheless the necessity for bet- 
ter national defenses remains just where it would 
be if no graft were proved. In plain English, if we 
cannot have defense without graft, then we must 


have defense with graft. But neither graft nor de | 


fenselessness is necessary.

Discussing in the English Review the 
American note of May 13, Mr. Brooks remarks that 
the margin of compromise seems narrow, that “It is 
not easy to imagine the president retreating from 
a position he had once. deliberately chosen,” and 
that “it is only on the incredible supposition of 
Germany's complete abandonment of her present 
tactics that there can be any real assurance the 
Lusitania and Falaba incidents will not be repeated

-- operation in Chicago, not only upon the fact that 


the controversy has ended, and not alone upon the 
fact that the principle of arbitration has won a sig- 
nal victory, but also upon certain - Telated facts 
which perhaps are not so clear. 


We believe that some of the things involved are 
of more than local importance and of deeper sig- 
nificance than the immediate question at issue. In 


the conference which settled the recent difference 
between the Street Railway Companies and their 


employes there was decided a much more momen- 
tous question than the one as to whether the public, 
the street-car employes and the Companies should 
suffer inconvenience and loss for a longer or a 
shorter period—whether a vital public service should 


_ be interrupted for a few days or for a few. weeks. 


Everybody knows that all strikes are settled 
some time; that even after civil or international 
conflict business does in time resume its usual 
routine and men do take up again their customary 
round of duties and pleasures. 


The question at issue in this crisis, and the 
question which was settled at the memorable con- 
ference on Tuesday night, was not a: question of 
wages, hours, or other conditions of employment, 
and was not, we repeat, a question as to whether 
Chicago should have a strike lasting two days or 
two months; but the much more fundamental ques- 
tion as to whether men in a twentieth century de- 
mocracy should settle their differences in accord- 


ance with twentieth century ideals and standards, . 
or by recourse to the methods of primitive man and _ 


feudal government. The issue was rather as to 
whether civic progress could be set back, even tem- 
porarily, by any group of men, either capitalists or 

working men, in the second largest city of the most 
progressive democracy in the world. The result 
was a victory for every party to. the controversy— 
the men, the comparsies and the public. 


It was a more significant victory than would 
appear at first thought; first, because it was a Vic- 


tory for real arbitration after many kinds of unfair 


arbitration had been proposed and rejected, and 
after both sides had given up all hope of a 
peaceful settlement of their differences. 


It was a victory for the principle that civilized 
men either should settle their differences face to face 
and man to man or should leave those differences 
to an impartial body of their fellow-men—even if 
they have to be locked up together to accomplish the 


result. | oO 


Intelligent and self-respecting men do not face 
each other for fifteen hours, behind locked doors, 
without getting down underneath all questions of 
personal pride, profit, or comfort, to the vital hu- 
man issues which underlie every controversy be- 


tween labor and capital. 


Labor is essentially human and personal, so far 
as the worker himself is concerned, but capital is 
equally so, because it can act or be administered only 
through a human being—an individual. Men acting 
for capital or for labor frequently makes mistakes, 
hecause they are human, but it has been settled ’be- 


_ yond a doubt that the best way to rectify such mis- 


takes is by human and personal negotiation rather 


| then by inhuman and impersonal force. 


The principle of arbitration, like every other 


ete principle, frequently has been misun- 


derstood and misused, and at various times, because 
of such misunderstanding or-misuse, has resulted in . 
injustice; but this does not alter the virtue of the 
principle, nor should: such er be allowed to

IRBY MEETS MAYOR. 


The apeedy agreement to arbitrate Chi- 
cago’s street car strike may not only re- 
sult profitably for Chicago but for the rest 
of the world. 

Representatives of capital and lWwbor 
were agreeably shocked by the fact that 
the principles of arbitration were quickly 
accepted in the car situation and the 
atrike of 14,000 men stopped without vio- 
lence or bloodshed. 

Old Fashioned Revival. 

On all sides yesterday tne spirit of the 
ola fashioned revival prevailed, as the 
patrons of street cars were brought to 
work at the usual! time and the principle 
of arbitration as the successor of strikes 
seemed permanently established in Chi- 
cago. . 

Likewise, there was a feeling among the 
Mbor leaders of the city that the success 
of arbitration in the car men's strike 


, 


would convince the leaders all over the 


United States that adjustment would save 
workingmen millions in wages and result 
ultimately in the desired advance in 
wages. 

Peace Influence Spreads. 

The moral effect of Mayor Thompson’s 
all night session and its result was felt by 
the carpenters during the day. President 
James Kirby of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Jointers of America, 
arrived- at 1 o'clock, and was soon in 
conference with the mayor. 

While President Kirby was in confer- 
ence with the mayor, President L. A. 
Busby of the Surface Lines stepped into 


‘the office and congratulated the city’s 


chief executive on his success in bring- 
ing‘the strike to an end. It was agreed 
the arbitration of the difference between 
the car men and the traction heads would 
start cn Monday. 


Kirby After More Power. 

President Kirby told Mayor Thompson 
he is ready and willing to arbitrate the 
strike of 16,000 carpenters and he believes 
the strike could be brought an end 
within a few Gays. But, he said, the dis- 
trict council has not given him full au- 
thority to arbitrate all the questions and 
not untilaftera council meeting Saturday 


night could he have that authority. 


He premised. however, to bring Presi- 
dent John A. Metz of the Carpenters’ Dis- 
trict council to the mayor’s office this 
morning at 11 o'clock and take up with 
him the plan of obtaining the authority 
fer settling the strike.. 

The mayor explained his position by 
saying he wanted all the workmen of the 
city to he at work and that strikes had a 
depressing effect or the cily. 


Iron Workers Return. 

As evidence of the moral effect of the 
mayor's svecess in the car men’s strike. 
the structural iron workers, who have 
been on strike for a month, sent a com- 
mittee to meet with the representatives 
of the Iron feague. Secretary E. M. 
Craig of the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ association was instrumental in 
arranging the meeting. «an agreement 
to return to work was reached by the 
committee. A number of the men will 
return to work this monmning on one con- 
tract. 

The 10,000 painters who are on strike 
expressed through several of the locals 
a desire to settle their differences and re- 
turn to work. ‘If the carpenters’ strike 
can be settled, it was predicted by labor 
leaders, the other strikes would be quickly 
ended. 

Mayor Highly Pleased. 

whe situation was particularly pleasing 
to the mayor as he finished his work at 
the city hall late in the afternoon. 

“IT want all these strikes settled,” he 
said. ‘I am willing to do everything I 
can to get the workingmen back to their 
jobs. The men want to work and the 
employers want to satisfy them, but they 
let details keep them apart. The men 
will profit by the ending of all the strikes. 
Likewise the contractors and the public 
will profit.” 


MAYOR WORKS FOR 
CARPENTER PEACE. 


Mayor Thompson waded ipto the strike 
of 16,000 carpenters during the afternoon. 
President James Kirby of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America, went to the city executive's of- 
flee in response to the mayor's telegram. 
He was in the mayor’s private dffice for 
Nearly an hour. 

Following the conference the mayor an- 
hounced he had called President Kirby in 

to learn from him why the strike had not 
been settled and why, the arbitration 
which had been agreed on was not 
ahead. . 

President Kirby explained the carpen- 
ters’ district council had refused to give 
him the authority to arbitrate gil the dif- 
ferences and for that reagon he didn't 
feel like going ahead with an arbitration 
which settled only the wage question. 

Another Meeting Today. 

The mayor offered no advice, it was re- 
ported, but arranged for a meeting of 
President Kirby and President John A. 
Metz in his office at 11 o’clock this morn- 
Ing

mayor's secretary, was asked to tele- 
phone to him. 

Charles W. Gindele, president of the 
Building Construction Employers’ asso- 
ciation, who ia the carpenter contractors’ 
representative on the arbitration board, 
has not been notified to appear at the 
mayor’s office, but it appears likely 
Mayor Thompson will send for him and 
President L. A. Astbeck of the Carpenter 
Contractors’ association before he fin- 
ishes his conference with the union lead- 
ers this morning. 


More Power to Kirby. 

The mayor believes the arbitration 
which has been started with Joseph BE. 
Lindquist, vice president of the Central 
Trust company, as third arbiter, should 
proceed, and that the carpenters should 
give their international president fuji 
power to arrange for an agreement. 

Officials of the Carpenters’ District 
council said they have no authority to 
proceed with arbitration other than on 
the terms laid down by the delegates at 
a meeting of the council last Saturday, 
limiting President Kirby to arbitration 
of wages only. 

President John A. Metz said only be- 
tween 6,000 and 7.000°men of tHe total 
memberghip of 21,000 are still on strike. 
The strike of the mill men was settled 
several weeks ago. Other carpenters 
have returned to work under individual 
agreements which provide for the scale 
of 70 cents an hour demanded by the 
eaans already working, President Metz 
said, do not care to take a chance of hav- 
ing their scale reduced. The strikers, he 
said, insist the only arbitration they will 
onsider ia on the basie of the average 
wage scale of the eighteen basic trades in 
the building constructionindustry. 

Council Meets Tomorrow. 

The carpenters’ district council meets 

tomorrow night end President Kirby may 


lay before the delegates the situation and 


the desires of Mayor Thompson. Labor 
leaders believe the carpenters’ strike can 
be disposed of in a short time. With it 
out of the way, the painters and lathers 
are to fail into line. 

The arbitration board met at the offices

They are charged with protecting olair- 
voyants and pickpockets in swindles 
amounting to almost a million dollars. 
The principal accusers are members of 
the clairvoyant “ trust,”” who operated 
under alleged police protection for sev- 
eral years in Chicago. 


New Testimony Promised. 

Frank Ryan, leader of the swindlers, is 
expected to give the most sensational 
testimony. Ryan was indicted but se- 
cured immunity by turning state's evi- 
dence. Two of his associates also turned 
state’s witnesses. One of the most im- 
portant witnesses for the prosecution will 
be Christian P. (Barney) Bertseche, former 
saloonkeeper, called the ‘ go-between ” 
for the swindlers and detectives.

STATE WILL SUE 


TO SHIELD GREAT 
FISH PRESERVE 


Millions Depend on Result of 
Action to Prevent Draining 


of Thompson ‘Lake, 


FIGHTS ROD AND GUN CLUB. 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

On the final outcome of a modest law- 
suit which will be started next week in 
Fulton county, Ill., depends: 

1. The price of a million breakfasts in 
the crowded east side of New York City. 

2. The permanence of a businees which 
is worth nearly $1,000,000 a year to peo- 
ple who actually earn the money with 
their hands. 

8. The prorperity of several thriving 
towns in the valley of the Mlinois river. 

4. The perpetuation of Illinois as one 
of the states in which wild duck and 
water fow! may be shot in season. 

The title of the case to be started will 
be the People of the State of Illinois vs. 
the Thompson Lake Rod and Gun club, 
which conveys no idea of all that lies 
behind it. 


Mlincis’ Largest. Lake. 
Thompson lake, in the first place, 
though few people know It even by name. 
is the largest body of water in the state 
of Illinois. It is an offshoot of the Illi- 
nois river and lies in Fulton county, 
measuring six miles in length and from 
half a mile to three times that distance 
in width. If one runs down the Illinois 
river on the map until he comes to the 
town of Havana he will find the lake 
directly opposite. 

It may be worth while to say, in pass- 
ing, that the Illinois river is from the 
commercial standpoint the greatest fish- 
ing river in the country. From its murky 
waters are taken year after year one- 
tenth of all the fresh water fish sold in 
the United States. It is true that it.does 
not produce game fish in large quantities. 
But of German carp, buffalo, and other 
edible fish its annual catch is worth from 
$700,000 to $1,000,000 to the men who net 
them. 


Shipped to New York. 
Almost the whole catch, strangely 
enough, is shipped to New York City—on 
the Atlantic coast—where it furnishes a 


‘considerable part of the daily bread of 


the great east eide. 

It is plain that if anything should hap- 
pen to stop this annual catch of more 
than 20,000,000 pounde of cheap food fish 
the people on the east side would have to 
pay more for their breakfasts. 

Now Thompson lake, 0 the state rivers 
and lakes commission reports, is the big- 
gest and best spawning and breeding bed 
for finh in the river's length. 


Six Fishing Firms. 
Furthermore, until recently there were 
six fishing concernsin the town of Havana 
alone, which depended almost entirely on 
Thompson lake asa fishing ground. They 
have sworn that each year they used to 
take fish worth to them—at 3 cents a 
pound-—several hundred thousand dollars 
a year from its waters. 

If Thompson's lake should vanish from 
the map it is piain that the supply of fish 
in the Illinois river would be diminished 
and the Havana people would lose, say 
$200,000 a year, unless they could make 
it up in some other way. 

There are fifteen or twenty other lakes 
and deep sloughs strung along the wind- 
ing course of the Illinois river. It is in 
these comparatively still waters that the 
carp and other commercial food fishes 


fry spend the first part of their lives. 


4,000 Would Lose Jobs, 


If all these lakes should be wiped out, 
the IlHnols river would no longer be 
worth fishing and some 4,000 or more peo- 
ple, who live chiefly in Havana, Pekin, 
and Peoria, would lose their means of 
livelihood. 

It is aleo true that theee lakes and 
sloughs are where the wild geese, ducks 
and other water fow! stop and feed during 
their annual spring and summer migre- 
tions. If.they are wiped out the last 
vestige of water fowl hunting will vanish 
from a large part of the state. 

It is exactly to stop the proposed drain- 
ing of Thompson's lake that the attorney 
general of the state next week will start 
legal proceedings against the Rod and 
Gun club. That organization is made up 
of who are almost all aonresi- 
dents of the state. One of the most prom- 
inent members is Harry 8. New of Indian- 
apolis, once chairman of the Republican 
national committee. 


Owns Land Bordering Lake. 

The club owns practically all the land 
bordering on Thompson's jake, where ft 
hae built a handsome clubhouse. For a 
good many years its members have used 
the club as a fishing and hunting resort. 
Recently they have taken legal action to 
force the public to keep off the lake en- 
tirely and have secured an injunction for- 
bidding any encroachment on its waters. 
Now they propose to incorporate adrein- 
age district and to drain off entirely the 
water from the bed of the lake. 

Altogether they plan to turn some 6,000 
acres of lake and surrou sloughs into 


Open to Navigation. 

The state rivers and lakes commission 
reports that from the earliest settlement 
Thompson's lake has been open to navi- 
gation and that steamers have regularly 
used ... The claim is, therefore, that it 
belongs to the public and that no deed 
can convey title to its bed. 

It is to protect the public rights in one 
of the largest fish and game preserves in 
the state and to prevent ite total extinc- 
tion that Gov. Dunne had directed his 
attorney general to start legal proceed- 


ings.
